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THE 
LAW AND PUBLIC POLICY 
PROGRAM 


The Duke University School of Law and the In- 
stitute of Policy Sciences and Public Affairs 
offer a joint program leading to the degrees 
of Doctor of Jurisprudence and Master of Arts 
in Public Policy Sciences. The program, which 
requires four years to complete, prepares stu- 
dents to take advantage of the increasing 
number of professional opportunities for per- 
sons who combine legal skills with a capacity 
for analytic public decision-making. 


THE PROGRAM 

Utilizing the faculty and resources of the 
Law School and the Institute, the program 
offers students a multidisciplinary education 
that provides: 

1—a capacity for quantitative and logical 
methods of analyses, including the ability to 
forecast and appraise policy consequences, to 
make decisions under conditions of uncer- 
tainty, and to evaluate existing policies; 


2—an understanding of the political, bu- 
reaucratic, and social processes that define 
public problems and limit alternative ap- 
proaches to their solutions; 

3—an understanding of the strengths and 
limits of various analytical techniques, a sen- 
sitivity to the competing values inherent in 
competing policy alternatives, and an aware- 
ness of the ethical dimensions of policy 
choices; 

4—in-depth training in the problems and 
politics of specific policy areas such as law and 
the administration of justice, communications, 
urban and regional growth, health, education, 
international economic policy, and transpor- 
tation. 


REQUIREMENTS 
A minimum of ten policy sciences courses is 
required by the program. The following out- 
line describes the usual sequence for satis- 
fying the joint degree requirements. 


YEAR ONE 
Full academic year in the Law School. 


YEAR TWO 
Full academic year in the Institute of Policy 
Sciences and Public Affairs. 
FALL: 


PPS 221—Analytical Methods |: Forecasting Con- 
sequences of Policy Alternatives. The decision 
analysis approach as a strategy for policymaking; 
uses and limitations of deterministic, probabilistic, 
unitary, and interactive models for guesstimating 
the consequences of policy alternatives, including 
modeling techniques for structuring policy prob- 
lems and statistical techniques for gathering and 
processing data for models. (Students taking PPS 
221 must take PPS 222. Each of these courses is an 
intensive half-semester course earning full semester 
credit.) 

PPS 222—Analytical Methods II: Appraising Con- 
sequences of Policy Alternatives. Various methods 
for appraising and weighing the consequences of 
policy alternatives, including the uses and lim- 
itations of economic utility theory, probabilistic 
preference theory, time preferences, multi-attribute 
preference trade-offs, cost/effectiveness analysis, 
cost/benefit analysis, scoring systems, performance 
indices, objective functions, indifference curves, 
Pareto optimality, market and shadow prices, willing- 
ness to pay customers’ surplus; some formal de- 
cision analysis and mathematical programming. 
Prerequisite: Public Policy Sciences 221. 

PPS 217—The Application of Microeconomics to 
Public Policymaking.* Consumption and _pro- 
duction theory, welfare economics, theories of col- 
lective choice, market structures and regulation, 
and non-market decision-making. 

PPS 224—Administrative and Organizational 
Theory. A behavorial analysis of public organiza- 
tions with emphasis on the impact of organizational 
structure, individual needs and motivation, and 
politics on the formulation and implementation of 
public policy. 

SPRING: 


PPS 310—Analytical Methods Ill: Experimentation 
and Evaluation. Focuses on methods for mon- 
itoring and evaluating public policies. Topics in- 
clude the design and implementation of social ex- 
periments to test policy options, the uses of surveys 
and quasi-experiments based on historical data, 
detecting and measuring unanticipated conse- 
quences, and the design and use ofsocialindicators. 
Case studies such as the negative-income-tax ex- 
periment, the health-insurance experiment, the Salk 
polio vaccine experiment, the National Halothane 


Study, and an evaluation of the U.S. Space Pro- 
gram. 

PPS 219—Politics of the Policy Process.” In- 
fluence of the policy-making process on the sub- 
stance of public policy both generally and in sev- 
eral illustrative policy arenas. The impact of group 
pressures, Congressional and administrative pro- 
cesses, and inter-governmental relations on the 
formulation and implementation of both domestic 
and foreign policy, particularly in the United States. 
PPS 223—Ethics and Policy-Making. An analysis 
of familiar normative concepts in politics—liberty, 
justice, the public interest—in terms of their his- 
torical and philosophical roots, their relation to one 
another and to the American political tradition, 
and their implications for a range of domestic pol- 
icy problems. 

PPS 340—Public Policy Research Seminar I.** An 
introduction to significant policy issues in the field. 
Students are expected to engage in, or prepare for, 
a major research study the content of which will be 
developed in consultation with the faculty involved 
in the course. 

SUMMER: 


PPS 341—Public Policy Internship. Work in a pub- 
lic or quasi-public agency dealing with the broad 
area of public policy which the student has chosen 
as his or her area of specialization. Optional. 


YEAR THREE 
Three-fourths of the normal course load in the 
Law School and one Institute-sponsored 
course each semester. 
FALL: 
PPS 342—Public Policy Research Seminar Il. Con- 
tinuation of PPS 340 and 341. Students will work in 
a research tutorial capacity with Institute faculty on 
problems in the analysis and/or formulation of 
policy. 
SPRING: 
PPS 343—Advanced Research Seminar. Continua- 
tion of PPS 342. This course is designed to allow 
more intensive or extensive student study of his or 
her primary policy interest. Students play a major 
role in establishing the agenda. The analysis and 
evaluation of the research of seminar participants 
is a major focus of the course. 


YEAR FOUR 
The normal course load in the Law School 
except for the final course in the public policy 
research sequence which may be completed 
anytime during the year.
